Estimate Board to Set Up 
Personnel for Enforce- 
ment at Once, Not De- 
laying for Suit as Mayor 
Proposed.

The City Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment decided today to 
proceed with setting up the official 
personnel needed for enforcement 
of the new smoke ordinance, now 
in legal effect. It was decided not 
to wait, as Mayor Bernard F. Dick- 
mann had proposed, for a test suit 
against the ordinance to be filed, 
and for the constitutional validity 
of the ordinance to be established 
in court, 

City Counselor Edgar H. Way- 
man, on whem, the task of arrang- 
ing for a test suit would fall, re- 
ported to the Board of Estimate 
that it would be impossible to in- 
clude, in one proceeding, legal 
points which would place the ordi- 
nance before the courts in all its 
phases. This is because of the vary- 
ing interests affected by the ordi- 
nance—industries, householders and 
railroads. 


Many Interests Involved. 
“Because of the diversification 
of interests affected,” the Board of 
Estimate announced later, “and not 
knowing what suit should be filed 
that would bind all interests in- 
volved,” it was decided to proceed 
with the immediate formation of 
an enforcement personnel. 

The City Counselor was instruct- 
ed to prepare to defend any suit 
which might be filed, attacking the 
law’s validity. Mayor Dickmann, 
who had said earlier that the ap- 
pointment of new enforcement of- 
ficers would be deferred until after 
a court test, was asked whether the 
enforcement program would be de- 
layed if a suit should be @iled. He 
said that would have to be decided 
later. 

A bill for increase of the smoke 
inspection force will be introduced 
into the Board of Aldermen at the 
new session, to begin one week 
from today. Smoke Commissioner 
Raymond R, Tucker estimates that 
the present inspection force of 
eight will need to be increased to 
16 or more. The fuel permit ordi-

LONDON, April 9 (AP).—Brit- 
ain’s powerful navy is moving into 
the northern conflict to aid Nor- 


way against German invasion, 
Prime Minister Chamberlain told 
the House of Commons today in a 
brief, lustily-cheered speech. 

Chamberlain charged that Ger- 
many had premeditated the in- 
vasion of Norway and Denmark 
and he pledged the “full aid” of 
Britain and France to Norway. 

“Powerful units of the navy are 
at sea,” Chamberlain told the 
House, explaining that details must 
necessarily be kept secret. 

Reports reached London by way 
of Paris that Allied naval forces 
already were engaged with the Ger- 
mans at various points along the 
Norwegian coast in a heavy storm. 

Chamberlain said it was plain 
that the German erpedition to 
Scandinavia must have been under 
way before Britain mined WNor- 
wegian waters yesterday, otherwise 
it could not have occupied such 
faraway points as Trondheim, on 
Norway's northern coast, as re- 
ported, 

Opposition leaders indorsed the 
Government’s action to aid Nor- 
way, calling for decisive and speedy 
action that would, as Liberal Sir 
Archibald Sinclair expressed it, 
“prevent another free nation from 
being brought under the Nazi iron 
heel,”

: the British blockade policy. This 
development as well as the hope- 
fulness of direct attack on the Ger- 
t man Western fortifications and the 
steadily growing anxiety in France 
and England of successful German 
counter attacks on the sea and in 
the air recently led both countries 
in increasing measure to attempt 
with all means the changing of the 
battlefields to the neutral main- 
lands in and outside of Europe. 

That England and France in this 
connection and in the first place 
cast eyes toward the territories of 
small European states is self-evi- 
dent and corresponds with English 
tradition. 

English and French statesmen 
during past months quite openly 
proclaimed the extension of war to 
these territories as basic concepts 
of strategy of their warfare. 

The Russian-Finnish conflict of- 
fered the first opportunity in this 
direction. The English and French 
governments have said quite pub- 
licly that they are willing to take 
part with military forces in the 
conflict between the Soviet Union 
and Finland and to use the terri- 
tory of northern states as the base 
of their operations. 

“Allies Hindered by Peace.” 
The quick conclusion of peace in 

the north alone, which came con- 
trary to their desires and expecta- 
tions, hindered them at that time 
in carrying through their decisions. 

It was a gross falsehood of En- 
glish and French statesmen to de- 
clare afterward that they wanted 
to make the execution of action 

dependent on approval of the north- 

ern states involved. 

The Reichs Government has doc- 
umentary proof in its hands that 
England and France had mutually 
agreed to carry out action through 
the territory of northern states if 
necessary, even against their will. 

The deciding factor, however, is 
the following: From the point of 
view adopted by the French and 
English governments before and} 
after the Russian-Finnish peace 
conclusion and from documents in 
the hands of the Reichs Govern- 

gent it is clearly discernible that

The text of the proclamation 
follows: 

To the armed forces and pop- 
ulations of Norway and Den- 
mark: 

Without. any grounds and 
against the sincere wish of the 
German people and its Govern- 
ment, which desires to live in 
peace with the French and En- 


glish peoples, political leaders o% 
France and England. last Sep- 
tember declared war on Ger- 
many. Their object was to spread 
the war to distant regions so 
the battle would be less danger- 
ous to them, 

For this reason England re- 
peatedly disregarded the integ- 
rity, territory and territorial wa- 
ters of Norway and Denmark. 
It made every effort to make 
the Scandinavian lands a battle- 
ground. 

After the Russian-Finnish 
peace there was no further su- 
perficial reason to carry on this 
English policy, so it was public- 
ly announced and _ threatened 
that England would not tolerate 
German commerce in Norwegian 
or Danish territorial waters. 

Attack on Churchill. 

It was declared that these re- 
gions wouk be policed. Finally 
all preparations were made for 
a surprise occupation of neces- 
sary bases on the Norwegian 
coast. The greatest war agita- 
tor of the century, Winston 
Churchill, who began his activi- 
ties so injurious to the well-being 
of humanity in the World War, 
said openly he was unwilling to 
be restrained by “paper agree- 
ments of neutral rights.” He 
prepared the blow against the 
Norwegian and Danish coasts. 

Just a few days ago he was 
named the responsible leader of 
the whole British war leader- 
ship. The German Government 
has watched the activities of this 
man. It cannot tolerate the cre- 
ation of new theaters of war ac- 
cording to the desires of the En- 
glish-French warmakers. 

This desire was known to the 
Norwegian and Danish Govern- 
ments for months. Also the at- 
titude of the German Govern- 
ment was no secret. 


Nazi Proclamation Urges Danes 
And Norwegians Not to Resist 


GERMAN proclamation today urged the Norwegian and Dan- 
ish populations to offer no resistance to the Nazi troops and to 
It bristled with references to the 
British-French “warmakers” and scathingly denounced Winston 
Churchill, first lord of the British Admiralty. 


BERLIN, April 9 (AP) 


They (the Northern countries) 
did not wish or were unable to 
take an effective stand against 
the English measures, 

In these grounds Germany de- 
termined to anticipate this En- 
glish attack and through its in- 
struments of power take over 
protection of the neutrality of 
the kingdoms of Norway and 
Denmark, thereby definitely ren- 
dering them secure for the du- 
ration of the war. 

Not Creating Base. 

Therefore it is not the desire 
of the German Government to 
create hereby a base for opera- 
tion against England. Rather, 
the only objéct is to prevent the 
Scandinavian lands from be- 
coming a battlefield in English 
extension. 

With this object in view, 
strong German forces since this 
morning are occupying places of 
importance from a military point 
of view in Norway and Den- 
mark. 

“In connection with these 
measures, negotiations are un- 
der way between the German 
Government and the kingdoms 
of Norway and Denmark. The 
object is to preserve the Nor- 
wegian kingdom, its defense 
forces, the freedom of the Nor- 
wegian and Danish peoples and 
the complete independence of 
these lands in the future. 

Until the completion of these 
negotiations the understanding 
of the armed forces and the 
common sense and good will of 
the populations and all admin- 
istrative bureaus is expected, 
and all must refrain from ac- 
tive or passive resistance, 

Any other attitude would be 

completely useless and would 
be smashed by force. Therefore 
‘military and civil authorities 
are directed to set themselves 
in communication with German 
military authorities at once. 

The population is instructed 
to take up its daily work and 
see to it that order and peace 
is preserved. But the German 
forces will now take care of 
protecting the land against En- 
glish attacks. . 

(The proclamation was signed 
for the German army by Gen. 
Von Falkenhorst and for the 
air force by Gen. Kaupisch.) 


To the Danish People: 

German troops tonight crossed 
the Danish border. Some Ger- 
man troops will disembark at 
various points in Denmark. The 
Danish Government has decid- 


ed under protest to handle the 
affairs of the country with dis- 
patch and in view of the occu- 
pation to communicate the fol- 
lowing:

Swedish Parliament Called Into Ses- 
sion; Stockholm Calm.

It was recognized as a 
black day. Norwegians here re- 
turned home as quickly as they 
could.

“Responsibility With Allies.” 
The Reichs Government thereby 
assumes protection of the kingdom 
of Norway for the duration of this 
war. It is determined from now on, 
with its instruments of force, to 
protect peace in the north against 
every English-French attack and 
definitely to render it secure. 

The Reichs Government has not 
desired this development. The re- 
sponsibility, therefore, lies solely 
with England and France. To be 
sure, both states hypocritically pro- 
claim the protection of small states, 
but in reality they violate these in 
the hope thereby to be able to trans- 
late into. reality their will to de- 
stroy Germany, as proclaimed more 
openly each day. 

German troops therefore, enter 
Norwegian soil not in hostile spirit. 
The German supreme command 
does not intend to use the points 
occupied by German troops as op- 
erations bases for fighting England 
as long as not forced to do so 
through acts of England and 
France. 

German military operations are 
aimed at the exclusive goal of 
safeguarding the Norse against the 
intended occupation of Norwegian 
strategic points by English and 
French forces. 

The Reichs government is  con- 
vinced that-it serves Norway’s best 
interests also by this action. For 
this act of rendering them secure 
through Germany’s armed forces 
gives the sole guarantee to the 
Scandinavian peoples that their 
countries will not after all become 
a battlefield, and perhaps the scene 
of the most terrible acts of force 
during this war. 

Warns Against Resistance. 
The Reichs government, there- 
fore, expects the Royal Norwegian 
government and the Norwegian 
people to have full understanding 
for Germany’s procedure and not 
to resist in any way. All resistance 
would have to be and would be 
broken by every available means 
by the German armed forces de- 
ployed here, and therefore lead 
only to utterly useless bloodshed. 
The Royal Norwegian government 
is therefore requested to take all 
measures with the greatest speed 
which are necessary to render cer- 
tain that the advance of German 
troops can progress without fric- 
tion and difficulties. 

In the spirit, long existing, of 
good German-Norwegian relations, 
the Reichs government declares to 
the Royal Norwegian government 
that Germany has no _ intention 
through her measures now or in 
the future of: touching upon the 
territorial integrity and political 
independence of the Kingdom of 
Norway.

ROME, April 9 (AP).—German 
Ambassador Count Hans Georg Vik- 
tor von Mackensen visited Premier 
Mussolini today after an earlier 
call on Foreign Minister Count 
Galeazzo Ciano. 

The purpose of Von Mackensen’s 
visit was not divulged, but in for- 
eign quarters it was thought he 
informed Mussolini of German’s 
action in Scandinavia and consult- 
ed him on the war outlook, includ- 
ing Italy's position. 

Norwegian, Danish and Swedish 
diplomats in Rome said they had 
heard nothing from their govern- 
ments.

Norwegian waters so as to prevent 
the unhindered passage of German 
traffic through them, while in no 
way interfering with normal Nor- 
wegian trade. 
At no trme did the Allies contem- 
plate any occupation of Scandina- 
vian territory so long as it was not 
attacked by Germany. Any allega- 
tions by Germany to the contrary 
are pure invention and have no 
foundation in fact. 

Occupation of Denmark. 
“The German Government have 
made a statement to the effect that 
they have decided to take over the 
protection of Denmark and Nor- 
way. German motorized and armed 
forces forced the Danish frontier 
at daybreak, and a considerable 
area of Danish territory is in Ger- 
man occupation, Their troops are 
reported to have landed at Copen- 
hagen this morning. 
“His Majesty’s Government has 
learned that the German Minister 
at Oslo early today made a formal 
demand for the surrender of Nor- 
way to Germany, stating that in the 
event of refusal all resistance would 
be crushed. This demand was, of 
course, immediately refused by the 
Norwegian Government, as_ they 
have officially declared (cheers).

A basic requirement is that if 
coal or other solid fuel contain- 
ing more than 23 per cent of 
-Vasedijie matter is used it must 
be mechanically fired, as in an 
automatic stoker, so that it will 
burn without smoke, and that 
when. such mechanical equip- 
ment is not used it is permissi- 
ble to burn only smokeless solid 
fuel of not more than 23 per 
cent volatile content. 


There is a provision looking 
forward to the possible develop- 
ment of smokeless briquets 
from high-volatile coal, such as 
have been produced experiment- 
ally by the [Illinois Geological 
survey. Such fuel will be legal 
if it has the non-smoking quali- 
ties of solid fuels of 23 per cent 
or less volatile content. 


Under the ordinance West Vir- 
ginia coal commonly described 
as smokeless is legal for hand- 
firing since its volatile content 
is less than 23 per cent, but IIli- 
nois coal, which runs from 36 
to 45 per cent in volatile con- 
tent, will have to be processed 
by coking or otherwise for 
hand-firing. -This coal, how- 
ever, is legal] for stoker use. 

Provision is made for the city, 
in event of an emergency, to en- 
gage in the business of purchas- 
ing suitable smokeless fuels and 
distributing them either through 
established dealers or otherwise. 
This is intended as a protection 
against exorbitant prices.

The City Department of 
Smoke Regulation is made the 
enforcement agency. Persons 
cited for violations may appeal 
to a Board of Appeals set up un- 
der the earlier smoke ordinance, 
to which the new one is an 
amendment. Fuel burning plants 
reported for violations of the 
ordinance three or more times 
in a consecutive 12-month period 
are subject to being sealed by 
the Smoke Commissioner. 


Installation of new or replace- 
ment heating plants is permissi- 
ble only on certificate isgued by 
the Smoke Commissioner who 
first must find that they will be 
suitable for smokeless operation 
under the terms of the ordi- 
nance. Fees for inspections are 
fixed at 50 cents to $3. 

The penalty for violation of 
provisions of the ordinance is 
a fine of not less han $25 nor 
more than $100 for each offense, 
and each day of violation consti- 
tutes a separate offense.

HE combined forces of Den- 
mark and Norway, even if 
at full war strength, are a 
mere 250,000 men against the 
military might of Germany. 

Dupuy’s late work on the 
armies and armaments of the 
world notes that Denmark “is 
dominated by adjacent Germany 
and may easily be overrun by 
her neighbor. The Scandinavian 
nations hold the key to the Bal- 
tic Sea, entrance to which only 
can be effected through Skager- 
rak and Kattegat, except for the 
Kiel Canal, in German terri- 
tory.” 

Denmark’s army comprises 
three divisions with fortress 
troops, with war strength of 
161,000 and peace strength of 
11,000. Its air force of 90 ships 
is considered entirely negligible. 
Its navy consists of two antiquat- 
ed coast defense battleships, one 
cruiser-mine layer, 20 torpedo 
boats and 12 submarines. 

Norway’s army, of nine bri- 
gades, a battalion of artillery 
and some fortress troops, has a 
war strength of 90,000, peace 
strength of 30,000 and its air 
force is 100 planes. The Nor- 
wegian navy consists of four 
coast defense battleships, eight 
destroyers, nine submarines and 
a number of smaller craft. 

The area of Denmark in 
square miles is 16,575, its popu- 
lation 3,700,000. Norway has 
124,556 square miles and a pop- 
ulation of 2,922,000.

Horner-Stelle Dispute May Go to 
Legislature. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, April 9 
(AP).—Either the courts ‘or the 
Legislature may be asked to settle 
the dispute between Gov. Henry 
Horner and Lieut.-Gov. John Stelle 
as to which of them shall exercise 
the powers of Governor of Illinois. 

This view was expressed widely 
today among State officials spec- 
ulating privately on the outcome of 
Stelle’s action in proclaiming him- 
self Acting Governor of the State, 
a move which brought from Gov. 
Horner the defiant declaration: “I 
will continue to serve as Governor.” 

While Horner thus declared his 
intention to stay in office and 
Stelle contended the Governor was 
“disabled” by illness, authorities 
agreed that the State’s 1870 Consti- 
tution provides no clear-cut pro- 
cedure for deciding the contro- 
versy. Veteran statehouse em- 
ployes said the dispute is the first 
of its nature in State history. 

The Horner statement referred 
to Stelle’s moves yesterday in sign- 
ing a special legislative session 
call and dismissing Finance Di- 
rector S. L. Nudelman as “pa- 
thetic antics intended to intimi- 
date” State employes. 

Nudelman and other administra- 
tion officials said they would ignore 
Stelle’s acts, but the possibility of 
a legal test of the dispute arose out 
of the Lieutenant-Governor’s at- 
tempt to remove the finance di- 
rector. 

The finance director must ap- 
prove all State expenditures before 
warrants are issued in payment by 
the office of Auditor Edward J. 
Barrett. If Barrett—who is a po 
litical ally of Stelle—refused to 
recognize Nudelman as Finance D)- 
rector, the possibility was seen that 
a tying up of State expenditures 
would produce quick court action. 

Another prospect was that the 
Legislature, summoned by both 
Horner and Stelle to meet April 30 
in special session, would be asked 
to create a commission to investi- 
gate Gov. Horner's condition.

ness of Foam” From Five-Mile Fissure 
—Snow on Walls of Fire Pit. 


By CAPT. R. F. TRAVIS 
HONOLULU, April 9 (AP).— 
Lava was driven with the lightness 


of foam from a seeming five-mile 
fissure down the side of Mauna Loa 
as army bombers soared above. 


Up out of the fissure came lava— 
pitching, gushing, leaping upwards 
like rough seas driven against a 
seawall. 

In this molten lava could be seen 
dark objects which maybe were 
rocks. 

The floor of the main fire pit 
was spider-webbed with red lines 
where the cooler surface lava had 
split and broken. 

At one end of the pit was a spec- 
tacular fall, big as Niagara, of 
molten lava. From a fissure over 
the edge of the main pit, lava 
flowed down the mountainside in 
four streams, progress being plain- 
ly visible from our plane. 

Average height of the lava foun- 
tains was probably only 50 feet, 
but a few particularly strong ones 
must have reached several times 
that height. The streams seemed 
to be following the old lava flow of 
1926, and were headed in the gen- 
eral direction of South Cape.

was that snow still lay in large, 
patches all about the lava, even on 
walls of the fire pit. 

I was aroused with my crew at 2 
a. m. Monday and ordered to get 
pictures of the eruption. As our 
B-18 plane cleared the Honolulu 
lights, I noticed an orange glow on 
the horizon looking like the setting 
moon, This was easily distinguished 
as the volcano. 

We needed at least 14,000 feet 
to clear Mauna Loa. As we cut in 
from the east only a thousand feet 
above the peak, we encountered 
rough air, so we confined our 
maneuvers to the west edge of the 
crater. 

We landed at Hilo for breakfast, 
and many residents seemed disin- 
terested. 

Returning to the crater for a day- 
light view was an anticlimax. The 
floor of the main rire pit was not 
covered yet, and it looked like cool- 
ing fudge, a bit mottled, of blue- 
black color with spots of red. 

Lava Like Red Water. 

In the daylight, the lava resem- 
bled red water seen in some south- 
ern mainland streams. South of 


the main fire pit are two smaller 


toward Hilo. 
There were four main columns 


of smoke in the crater and a half- 
dozen smaller columns over the 
edge, rising in blue-black shades to 
a mushroom cloud some thousand 
feet higher. 

My photographer has just sig- 
naled to me that he is through, and 
as I leave Mauna Loa behind, I 
look back and the rift of lava re- 
sembles the advancing edge of a 
forest fire. 

As Maui, Molokai and Hawaii Is- 
lands pass beneath and I see beau- 
tiful shad¢s of green against the 
amethyst-blue Pacific, it’s hard to 
realize that what I just had seen 
on Mauna Loa represented their

Mayor Dickmann announced to- 
day that tentative figures for the 
fiscal year ended yesterday showed 
the city’s deficit of $3,332,581 would 
be reduced by $750,000 to $2,582,581. 

Eight city departments directly 
responsible to him, the Mayor said, 
accomplished savings totaling $1,- 
043,862, each of them exceeding the 
6 per cent reduction in the amounts 
allocated to them in last year’s 
budget as requested by Mayor 
Dickmann, 

Reports from other departments, 
which are supported by city funds 
but subject to State control, such 
as the police department, have not 
been completed. 

Savings were listed by the Mayor 
as follows: 

Department of Streets and Sew- 
ers—Budget amount, $1,799,125; 
amount spent, $1,689,017; total sav- 
ing, $144,885 or $34,777 in addition 
to 6 per cent.

Cassidy, another defendant, had 
said that the Christian Front, of 
which he was a member, “could not 
openly advocate shooting any Con- 
gressmen but that he himself 
would advocate shooting 12 Con- 
gressmen to show them that the 
Christian Front meant business.” 
Healy attributed anti-Semitic re- 
marks to Macklin Boettger, as de- 
fendant, and others, and acknowl- 
edged that he himself once had 
faked a fight to indicate to Action 
Committee members that he was 
anti-Semitic. 

“One or two members suggested 
it would be nice to have a Jewish 
nose on the President’s head for a 
target,” the witness said. “I told 
them I thought it would be nice 
to have Morgenthau.’ 

“Our Secretary of the Treasury?”

Appeal to State Board Dis- 
closes Holt’s Rejection of 
Central Bank Plea.

George A. Blowers, vice-president 
and general manager of the Bank 
of Monrovia, who is in New York 
on leave, said that Liberia had 
paid its war debt to the United 
States in full withdut ever having 
received public credit for it. 
The republic also has balanced 
its budget, he said, and taken in 
its stride a 40 per cent drop in 
revenue, because of the war, by 
cutting all official salaries 15 per 
cent. It has no trade unions, no 
Socialists, no Communists. Since 
Ethiopia became an Italian colony, 
Liberia has been the last surviving 
independent native state in Africa. 
Blowers, interviewed at the Har- 
vard Club, said that Liberia’s war 
debt to the United States had 
amounted to $26,000, the republic's 
total borrowings during the World 
War out of a $5,000,000 loan au- 
thorized by President Wilson. The 
principal and interest were paid 
back together in a lump sum of 
$38,000 some 10 years ago. 
Lacks Propaganda Ministry. 
The reason why Liberia’s sol- 
vency is not better known, he said, 
is that the republic has no Minis- 
try of Propaganda and no foreign 
correspondents inside its frontiers.

Cherry Hill’s history has its 
share of riots, inside tragedies and 
escapes.

Germany Would Face Serious Military and 
Naval Problem in Coping With Stockholm 
Forces—Allies Have Advantage in Reach- 
ing Norwegian Coast by Air.

Necessary naval and military 
steps are being taken in conjunc- 
tion with the French government.” 


Whole Situation Changed. 


Reports pouring into London 
showed that the whole strategic 
position of the war had suddenly 
changed and that the Allies, in 
answer to their action in mining 
Norwegian territorial waters Sun- 
day night, had, in turn, been faced 
by a challenge which they could 
not fail to accept without hazard- 
ing their whole cause. 

It also appeared that Sweden 
woulda be drawn into the war in a 
short time. 

These possibilities must have 
been foreseen when the British 
giidenly announced yesterday that 
wey Sad Isid three minefields in 
Norwegian territorial waters. That 
move was construed as nothing 
more or less than a definite chal- 
lenge to Germany to come out and 
fight, and the Allies, in turn, must 
ave made preparations to follow 
ip the challenge if it were ac- 
cepted. 

The news that the Germans had 
managed to effect landings on Nor- 
Way's west coast came as a sur- 
prise to ordinary people. When the

ERMANY’S lightning assault on Denmark and Norway has opened 
up an entirely new front in the European war, has given France 
and Great Britain another stricken ally, and has made the war— 
war of action for which the world has been waiting—all but in- 


ing’s newspapers, which missed the 
news of the German invasion, state 
that a German naval expedition, 
such as was reported in progress 
yesterday afternoon, would be “wel- 
comed” by the Admiralty. 

The bright side of the picture, as 
far as the Allies are concerned, is 
that the west coast of Norway is 
more easily accessible from Brit- 
ish airdromes than from Germany 
and that the British fleet presum- 
ably can assume contro] of the 
North Sea, Thus, there appears a 
very real possibility that German 
expeditions which have landed 
there so successfully may be cut 
off and forced to capitulate — 
given time. 


The situation of the three Scandi- 
navian peoples and of Finland is 
now patently desperate. No mat- 
ter what happens to be the out- 
come of military operations in that 
area, they will be cut off for the 
time being from trade with the 
Western world and will become 
completely dependent on Germany 
for foodstuffs as well as commer- 
cial trade. This means temporary 
bankruptcy for Denmark and Nor- 
way, and perhaps for Sweden as 
well unless it is able by some mir- 
acle to extricate itself. In any 
case, Swedish trade with the Allies 
will cease for all practical pur- 
poses. 


What Sweden Can Do. 


Germany will gain temporary ad- 
vantage from the occupation of 
Denmark and the throttling of 
Swedish trade with the outside 
world, but this advantage may be 
only temporary and may disappear 
to a large extent if Sweden enters 
the war. Swedish exports of iron 
ore would cease immediately and 
German forces would face a serious 
military and naval problem in cop- 
ing with the Swedes. Denmark, 
for its part, is proverbially a “cow 
which cannot continue to give milk 
unless she is fed.” For a year, or 
perhaps two years, she might be 
able to continue production of dairy 
products and meat on a high scale; 
thereafter her inability to import 
feedcake, fertilizers and oil from 
the West would dry up her produc- 
tion to such an extent that she 
would have little or no export sur- 
plus. 

Another bright spot in an other- 
wise stormy picture was provided 
by the fact that virtually all of 
Norway’s vast merchant fleet of 
5,000,000 tons is now at sea, out of 
reach of the Germans and at the 
disposal of the Allies.

country which lies invitingly at the 
exposed ends of both the Maginot 
and Siegfried lines. 

Accordingly, the Swiss Federal 
Government ordered the people six 
months before the war, to stock 
the necessary foodstuffs and pre- 
pare for the ration cards which are 
now compulsory. More important 
still, Berne began, exactly 10 min- 
utes before the invasion of Poland, 
to mobilize the Swiss army which, 
as a conscript, people’s army, is 
probably the most democratic in 
the world. 


Many Are Recalled. 


In less than 24 hours, 500,000 men, 
garbed in field gray, with flat, pan- 
cake helmets, stood under arms 
along the whole of the Swiss fron- 
tier—a thin line of men holding 
a front three times as long as the 
fortified areas across which the 
Germans and the French stare at 
each other in expectant boredom. 
In the six monthg since Sept. 1, 
some of thgse men «save been sent 
back to their farms and factories, 
the army falling at one period of 
the winter to as few as 200,000 men, 
but now nearly 500,000 men are in 
uniform again, called back to await 
the possibilities which come with 
good weather. 

The population of Switzerland is 
only 4,200,000 so that half the avail- 
able man power is mobilized. This 
is comparable to 15,000,000 Amer- 
icans being withdrawn in peace 
time from productive industries and 
being lumped with our unemployed 
as men who consume much but 
produce nothing. 

It is a severe strain on the eco- 
nomic strength of the country and, 
in addition to the loss of their nor- 
mal production, the country is com- 
pelled to expend for their mobiliza- 
tion and the armaments and forti- 
fications program a sum _ which 
comes almost exactly to $1,000,000 
a day. 


United on Policy. 


How can the Swiss do it? The 
question is on the lips of every 
citizen and the answer is that the 
country cannot afford such a drain. 
It means that if this war goes on, 
ultimately, the Swiss will lose the 
standard of living which has be- 
come the highest in the world. A 
country with no extremes of 
wealth or poverty, Switzerland, 
though devoid of either raw mate- 
rials or colonies, has, by industry, 
achieved the greatest per capita 
wealth of any country in Europe. 

And though Switzerland must 
abandon that wealth and standard 
of living or demobilize its men, 
there is no division of opinion what- 
ever. The Swiss nation is going to 
keep its army mobilized on its 
frontiers because the Swiss are a 
shrewd people and, as between los- 
ing a high standard of living or 
their national independence, prefer 
to remain a free people. 

Being a shrewd, people, they: 
know, moreover, that the only way 
to keep the belligerents from com- 
ing through Switzerland is to keep 
a well-armed nation ready to fight 
inch by inch for every bit of Swiss 
soil. And this is what they are 
doing today. They are warning the 
belligerents that it will cost them 
too much in men and time to try 
to come through Switzerland. 

But as a result, this neutral is 
already “at war,” and with the 
taxes piling up, nobody knows bet- 
ter than the Swiss about the high 
cost of Hitler. Here in Berne the 
Parliament is meeting and most of 
the debate is devoted to exactly

It was learned that Hungary, 
Yugoslavia and Rumania previous- 
ly had “tentatively” rejected the 
German demands. Then they were 
made a second time. 

Bulgaria was understood reliably 
to have agreed and it was reported 
that German river police already 
were patrolling the Bulgarian 
Danube borders.

Public Opinion Will Win in the End. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE plain fact: in the final analysis, 
public opinion will render the verdict. 
Article I of the Constitution of the 
United States grants our people freedom 
of speech and freedom of the press. 
Our forefathers, seeking to escape op- 
pression and injustice, enyisioned a land 
of freedom. Out of that vision was cre 
ated a document, the Constitution of the 
United States. Public opinion caused the 
Constitution to come into being, and pub- 


sion pact with Denmark. 

Foreign Minister von Ribbentrop’s assertion that 
Germany is merely “protecting Scandinavian neu- 
trality against British aggression,” and Propaganda 
Minister Goebbels’ statement that the independence 
of the two countries will be preserved, are, of course, 
less than meaningless. If the examples of Czecho- 
Slovakia and Poland mean anything, such statements 
from high Nazi sources are the kiss of death. 

The Allies’ responsibility in the matter is sharp 
and clear. They undoubtedly realized that the lay- 
ing of the mine fields in Norway’s territorial waters 
was an invitation for Germany to try for open domi- 
nation of Scandinavia. The duty of Britain and 
France to support the Scandinavian countries is 
doubly plain, because the Allies’ actions were definite- 
ly calculated to extend the war to this zone. 
In view of the obvious potentialities of the situa- 
tion, it is difficult to understand why Britain, with 
her superior naval power, allowed the situation to 
get so far out of hand as for the Germans to be per- 
mitted to land large forces on the Norwegian main- 
land, particularly on the west coast. 
The Allies obviously could not have protected Den- 
mark, with a border contiguous to that of Germany, 
but even the French are saying that they might have 
been more alert in giving protection to Norway. 
Sweden’s position is not clear. Sweden may do 
as the other small neutrals are doing, and even with 
the occupation of her sister countries on every side, 
may try to remain at peace a little longer. It might 
suit Germany and Russia very well, at least for a 
while, for Sweden to remain neutral, serving as a 
buffer state between Norway and Finland. ; 
The invasion of Scandinavia sharply changes the 
strategic outlook of the war. If the Allies are seek- 
ing an open battleground, they now have it. 
On the other hand, there is no hint that Germany 
otherwise than welcomes the new turn of affairs. If 
she can win the war in Scandinavia, she will be 
free to keep the territory and thus take another huge 
step toward realizing her dream of welding all the 
Germanic peoples into one nation. 
The immediate concern of America is to recognize 
the extension of the war zone by an appropriate proc- 
lamation, so that American shipping will not become 
involved. Further than that, it is obligatory upon 
us to keep cool heads and to recognize that the war 
is following its inevitable course.

The Post-Dispatch wishes to express its apprecia- 
tion for the unstinted support it has.received from 
the American press, from its own readers and from 
the public in general in its fight against the cita- 
tion for contempt of court.

—a miniature railroad. 

These men are all members of the 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 10.— 
Increase of the number of voting 
trustees, controlling the stock of| 
the General American Life Insur- 
ance Co. of St. Louis, from three 
to seven, effected today by direc- 
tors of the company, was described 
authoritatively here as a means of 
ending the old controversy betweén 


Gov. Stark and the company. 

Early in 1938, the Governor de- 
manded the resignation frém the 
company management of Walter 
W. Head, president; Sidney W. 
Souers, executive vice-president, 
and Powell B. McHaney, a direc- 
tor, who have been the three voting 
trustees. 

An inquiry into the company’s 
affairs ordered by the Governor 
resulted in a lawyers’ report by the 
St. Louis Chamber of Commerce 
last May, which made a favorable 
showing for the present manage- 
ment and for the handling by the 
company of the old Missouri State 
Life assets. Last February a re- 
port of a convention examination 
of General American showed that 
the concern was carrying out the 
contract for purchase of the Mis- 
souri State Life assets “honestly 
and fairly.” 

Pending these two reports, the 
Governor’s demand for resignation 
of the three officials was held in 
abeyance and since they were made 
he has not announced any disposi- 
tion of the situation. Asked by 
the correspondent today whether 
he was now withdrawing the re- 
quest and approving the change 
in the voting trustees, he said: “I 
cannot make any comment now, 
but I will Have a statement to 
make as soon as I can confer with 
the Superintendent of Insurance.” 

Of the new voting trustees the 
Governor said: “I want to say 
that I have the highest regard and 
admiration for all of these gentle- 
men.” . 

Ray B. Lucas, Superintendent of 
Insurance, was expected back from 
St. Louis tonight, 

The new trustees, all directors of 
General American, are: Tom K. 
Smith, president of Boatmen’s Na- 
tional Bank, St. Louis, and former 
president of the American Bank- 
ers’ Association, a close friend and 
adviser of Gov. Stark; L. Ray Car- 
ter, commission broker, St. Louis: 
T. O. Moloney, electrical manufac- 
turer, St. Louis, and Hugh Stephens, 
board chairman of the Exchange 
National Bank, Jefferson City, and 
a former member of the State High- 
way Commission. — 

Smith was elected a director of 
the insurance company today. The 
company is being converted grad- 
ually from the stock form to a 
mutual, 


Walter W. Smith, president of 
First National Bank, also was elect- 
ed a director of General American 
Life today. Two assistant  vice- 
presidents were promoted to the 
rank of vice-president—Frank E. 


St. Louis Railway Enthusiasts Club, 
which meets once a month to dis- 
cuss such matters as the advan- 
tages of Diesel over steam engines, 
traffic systems and other phases 
of railroading. But they found 
themselves growing rather tired of 
just plain talk and, coming into pos- 
session of a mode] steam locomotive 
and tender, they banded together 
in November and decided to have a 
railroad of their own. 


So they formed the Wabash-Fris- 
co-Pacific Association, elected of- 
ficers and yesterday filed: a peti- 
tion at Clayton Circuit Court for 
a pro forma decree of incorpora- 
tion as a beneficial, non-profit fra- 
ternal organization. 


“We've only got 200 feet of track 
laid just now,” Schade, the railway 
“superintendent,” told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter who called at his 
home. “But come summer we hope 
to have 1000 feet of track winding 
around here.” And he waved his 
arm about the 30-acre plot. 


How They Got Started. 
“How did we get started? Well, 
in the first place,” explained 


Schade, a chemist by profession, 
“we’re all railroad men at heart, 
but somehow got sidetracked. Then 
along comes Bill Geist in Septem- 
ber, joins the Enthusiasts and tells 
the. boys of a miniature train that’s 
going to waste in his basement be- 
cause he has no place to run it. So 
I suggested we get together. Some 
of the other fellows agreed and we 
were on our way.” 

Within a few weeks they built a 
frame roundhouse, laid tracks in- 
side it, and then hauled old “171,” 
locomotive and tender, from Geist’s 
basement to its new home. Cold 
weather and snow soon set in, how- 
ever, and laying the track was de- 
layed until last month. Activity is 
in full swing now, though. 

“Enough of this talk,” insisted 
Schade. “Let’s take a look at the 
beauty.” He swung open the round- 
house doors and in a moment “171” 
was being pushed onto the outside 
tracks. “I know she’s not exactly 
a steamliner, but She certainly runs 
like a charm,” Schade volunteered. 

The steel steam locomotive, a 
replica of a model that burned up 
the rails some 30 years ago, looked 
quite serviceable, It is 5 feet long, 
30 inches high and operates under 
130 pounds of pressure. It has all 
parts necessary for the operation of 
a regular engine, including a boiler, 
sight feed lubricator, throttle, steani 
and water gauge, sander, injector 
and reverse lever. Then, of course, 
the eight wheels, whistle and bell. 

Engineer Straddies Tender. 

“Here’s where the engineer sits,” 
shouted Schade, straddling the 
three-foot tender. “We feed it coke, 
you know. We certainly aim to co- 
operate in the drive against the 
smoke evil. That’s one thing you 
can say for our railroad, anyway. 
The locomotive and _ tender 
weigh 800 pounds, and were built 
in Aurora, IIL, by a distant rela- 
tive of William F. Geist, a tool and

It was said that $2,000,000 would 
not be adequate to provide relief in 
full, but would at least keep desti- 
tute unemployed persons and their 
families from starving. 

Other organizations to co-oper- 
ate in the campaign are the League 
of Women Voters, American 
Legion, Catholic Charities, Young 
Men’s Division of the Chamber of 
Commerce and Metropolitan Church 
Federation. Members of the or- 
ganizations will call on the _ legis- 
lators and urge them to support 
the calling of the special session| 
and to vote for the needed relief 
funds. 

It was decided also that no rec- 
ommendation would be made by the 
organization as to how the addi- 
tional funds should be obtained. It 
was pointed out, however, that 1940 
sales tax revenues might be larger 
than had been anticipated, and that 
the increase might be sufficient to 
take care of the additional appro- 
priation. 

By May 1, the State Social Se- 
curity Commission will have about 
$810,400 left for direct relief pur-| 
poses, making it certain that the 
original appropriation of $6,500,000 
for 1939 and 1940 will be exhaust- 
ed by July. Gov. Stark has an- 
nounced he would call a special 
session of the Legislature when the 
present funds have been spent, if he 
is assured the Legislature will ap- 
prove an additional grant. 

A poll by the Associated Press 
indicates a majority of the legisla- 
tors favor a special session and are 
willing to vote additional relief 
funds for the rest of the year. 

A reserve of about $53,000,000 has 
accumulated in Missouri Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Fund, $15,000,- 
000 more than the amount consid- 
ered necessary, but none of this 
money is available for relief pur- 
poses. Payments to jobless persons 


from the fund last year totaled’. 


$5,464,683, compared with employ- 
ers’ contributions totaling about 
$19,500,000. 

Money in the fund is held by the 
Government for the credit of Mis- 
souri. Under Federal law, no pay- 
ménts can be made from it other 
than to workers covered by the in- 
surance.

Scholar From Dark Africa 


Ernest Kalibala, Negro Lecturer, Went Naked as a Youth. 


By Marguerite Martyn 


E think of white missionaries 
W:. Darkest Africa. The past 

week St. Louis audiences have 
been listening to a tall, black na- 
tive African missionary to white 
people. Not that Ernest B. Kalibala 
is trying to convert us to any 
foreign belief exactly, but rather 
to inform us about how things are 
in his country and point out in- 
stances wherein his native culture 
is not always inferior to ours. 

Born in a mud hut in the jungle 
cleared village of Kampala, Uganda, 
East Africa, reared according to 
tribal customs, until 15 years ago 
speaking scarcely any English, now 
with a B. A. and an M. A. after his 
mame and about to achieve his 
Ph.D. at Columbia University, Ka- 
libala is a remarkable example of 
one who has bridged the gamut 
of civilization from the primitive 
to the highest culture in his 37 
years of lfe. 

In an interview Kalibala said 
“European people take black peo- 
ple off the land and work them in 
mines and industries at 10 cents 
a day. That is not the worst, Soon 
also they take the land. There is 
not the same kind of racial problem 
you have in this country. In Af- 
rica it is mainly the economic one. 
When black people attempt to ape 
white people, that creates the prob- 
lem you have here. Black people 
imitating white people acknowl- 
edge inferiority, despise themselves, 
lost confidence in themselves. There 
is no reason why the two races 
should not live side by side in mu- 
tual respect, each with its own 
culture or customs. The European 
idea in Africa is to stamp out the 
customs, cultures, civilizations of 
lose confidence in themselves. There 
that everything that is white is 
better . 

“In Africa we have been lazy. 
Life is so ‘easy, with no climate 
difficulty and a food supply that 
is abundant. There is plenty for 
the asking. We need only a few 
things with which European civil- 
ization can supply us. We need to 
know rural economics. We need 
medicines and simple rules of 
health. Beyond that there is not 
much white civilization can do for 
us. 
Even native physicians, he said, 
had performed cures that can be 
ascribed by scientifically trained 
doctors to nothing else than mira- 
cles. 

“Polygamy, Christian missionaries 
say, is a bad thing,” he went on. 
“Once converted to Christianity, the 
native African pledges himself to 
monogamy. Now it has been found 
there is more disease among mo- 
nogamists than among polygamists. 
The polygamist is jealous of the 
health and welfare of his family. 
It is a matter of property. Many 
wives are needed to do the work, al- 
though the wives are not exactly 
slaves. A chief of a clan marries 
another chief’s daughter as his first 
wife and she has something to say 
about things. She instructs her 
sons and they respect her mature 
judgment. 

“Secondary wives are treated ac- 
cordingly on down through the so- 
cial scale. The polygamist marries 
within his own clan and tribe, not

beliefs and customs. And what does 
the monogamist do? He goes about 
in a sneaky way, invading other 
clans where he will not be found 
out, deceiving his wife, much as 
men do here.

N the same way, he said, Euro- 
| peans, by introducing clothes to 

native Africans have taught them 
to be suspicious, as he expressed it, 
of their own bodies. 

“As a youth I went naked among 
boys and girls,” he said. “We knew 
nothing of sex until] it was time for 
us to marry and our parents in- 
structed us. Before that, naked as 
we were, we were strong in respect 
of each other’s persons.” 

He attributed his strong, even, 
white teeth to the coarse food upon 
which he had been brought up. 

“T have lost my first teoth,” he 
said, “since eating fine flour and 
drinking hot tea and ice water.” 

Also other ailments, such as the 
common cold, he had encountered 
first in our civilization. 

Kalibala is the son of Christian 
converts. His father was a native 
chieftain of an important family 
in Uganda. From 6 to 18 he at- 
tended Anglican missionary schools, 
then was sent to England to school 
with the idea that with his singular 
ability he would come back to be 
an influential leader among his 
people. In 1925 he came to the 
United States where he entered 
Tuskegee Institute, specializing in 
agriculture. Then he went to Lin-

Helen D. Rossi, principal of Flynn 
Park School, University City, who 
was impressed with Kalibala’s 
character and eloquence-when she 
heard him at Teachers’ College, Co- 
lumbia, was instrumental in get- 
ting him audiences in St. Louis.

West was by no means satisfied 
with his own choice of a two dia- 
mond bid over the opening spade, 
but he was afraid of a take-out dou- 
ble because of his shortness in the 
other major suit, hearts, and could 
not see how a three diamond bid 
could improve the situation, since 
again it was an odds-on chance that 
his partner would respond with 
hearts. East’s rescue, despite his 
trickless hand, was not bad. He 
could clearly see that in diamonds 
his hand could not produce a sin- 
gle trick, whereas if he found part- 
ner with even two hearts, his six 
card suit might produce as many 
as four tricks. South had a close 
question to decide: whether to dou- 
ble two hearts or to bid for game 
in spades, taking advantage of his 
own 30 part-score. His choice could 
not be censured, but he should have 
given more thought to the subse- 
quent play. 

West opened the diamond king, 
dummy won, and declarer promptly 
proceeded to lay himself wide open 
by taking a trump finesse to the 
jack. It is true that very few play- 
ers in the West position would have 
had the skill to take advantage of 
this slip, but this particular West 
was a master of defense. Upon 
winning the spade queen, he led, 
not a diamond honor, but the six of 
diamonds. (The beauty of this play 
will become apparent as the anal- 
ysis proceeds.) Declarer overruffed 
East's ruff, led the ace of spades, 
and then knocked out the ace of 
hearts. This time West continued 
with the diamond queen. Again 
declarer ruffed and now he cleared 
away the club ace. The jack of 
diamonds came back and declarer 
had to use his next to last trump, 
which left him with the blank king. 
He cashed one club trick, but West 
ruffed in on the next lead and the 
ruff of the 10 of diamonds now took 
declarer’s last trump. West ruffed 
declarer’s next lead and cashed his 
good diamond for the ‘second set- 
ting trick. 

The hand was extremely interest- 
ing from two different angles. First, 
had declarer properly disdained the 
trump finesse, laying down the ace 
and king, thereby leaving West 
with two trump tricks, then had 
gone about his business of clearing 
away the aces of hearts and clubs, 
no defense whatever could have 
taken more than four tricks. Aft- 
er the spade finesse, however, it 
still required West’s brilliant un- 
derlead of his remaining three dia- 
mond honors to defeat the contract 
at all.

aying children for home chores 

r giving them a fixed allow- 
ance regardless of their contribu- 
tion to the household. I think the 
answer is both the allowance and 
the pay for the chores. 

When children ask for pennies 
to buy candies the allowance be- 
gins. They are too young to un- 
derstand much of the matter but 
they must learn and the earlier 
the better, that spending money 
for pleasure is limited. They 
should get their pennies about 
twice a week, and the payday 
should be observed strictly, no de- 
lays and no extras in~ between. 
We do this to teach that money 
once spent is spent for good and 
all, and that there is a set limit 
to that spending. 

As the child grows his allow- 
ance increases. We want to teach 
him that there are necessities

which must be paid for so we give , 


him this weekly amount to buy the 
cheapest and simplest of them. 
First, perhaps, pencils and cray- 
ons, then notebooks are added, 
then, as he becomes more and 
more acquainted with the values 
involved, some articles of clothing, 
starting with stockings, gloves and 
handkerchiefs, “are added to his 
list. We teach the child to buy 
and to get the most for his money 
so when he is ready for college 
he has a working knowledge of 
the use of money in this field.

While he was learning to use 
an allowance for his needs we be- 
gan letting him earn a little by 
doing extra chores about the house. 
These are chores that would have 
been given out, or done by some 
older member of the family who 
might better be relieved of them. 
They are not the ordinary chores 
like making one’s bed, washing the 
dishes, unless a maid would have 
been brought in for the purpose. 
Those are duties that ‘children 
should take on as a matter of 
course. Extra chores should be 
paid for and an account’ kept. 
This money is added to the allow- 
ance and used as wisely as his 
experience permits. 

All the while the child has been 
gathering these experiences we 
have been initiating him into the 
family partnership. He, in time, 
is to know how much money comes 
into the household fund and what 
is done with it, and what is his 
relation to the matter. He is taught 
by slow degrees that he shares in 
all that goes on within the family 
and it is his duty to save and help 
as well as to enjoy. If he is well 
taught, he soon learns that he 
should do his share of the earning 
and take himself and his concerns 
off the backs of his elders. Then 
he begins to earn and save in 
earnest, a long forward step in 
his growth. 


Father or mother should super- 
vise the child’s accounts. It is un- 
wise to allow children to handle 
money without a strict and busi- 
messlike accounting for it. This 
training’ begins with the first al- 
lowance and mother helps the child 
set down his record—3 cents re- 
ceived, 3 cents spent for candy. 
This keeping of accounts teaches 


both sides of the matter so much 
that it is worth all the trouble it 
takes. 

The adolescent child who lives 
at home, earns mone, spends it 
without reference to the family 
and demands an allowance, has 
not been educated in the use of 
money and there is little one can 
do about it. Begin with the young- 
er ones and keep teaching until 
there is no longer any need,

Skin Eruption 
Can Be Due to 
Use of Drugs

HAT drugs cause eruptions on 
the skin? 


/ Drugs may cause skin erup- 
tions from over-dosage or from al- 
lergic manifestations; in other 
words, hypersensitiveness. In the 
latter case, very small amounts of 
drugs will cause the eruptions. 

Skin eruptions from the use of 
drugs May appear very mysterious 
and their real nature overlooked be- 
cause the connection between the 
eruption and the long-continued use 
of the drug is not considered. This 
is particularly true of bromide erup- 
tion; those who take bromides over 
a long period of time to quiet their 
nerves or to induce sleep, break out 
with an eruption in the form of pim- 
ples (looks like acne). which may 
appear on the face, legs, or, indeed, 
any part of the skin. In trying to 
figure out what causes this eruption 
they never think of the sleeping 
tablets, 

Treatment is to stop the bromides 
and to replace them by the use of 

common table salt until the eruption 
disappears. 

lodides or iodine-containing drugs 
may do the same thing. Many peo- 
ple who are carelessly trying to 
treat themselves for thyroid dis- 
ease by taking iodized salt break 
out with these iodide rashes 

Quinine produces a hemorrhagie 
eruption under the skin. 


Phenolphthalein is another drug 
frequently taken habitually in the 
form of candy laxatives. This pro- 
duces an eruption of large, oval, 
red spots on the skin. The victim 
may not have the slightest idea 
that this eruption is connected with 
his cathartic habit. 


Aspirin in people who are sensi- 
tive to it, produces an eruption 
after even tiny doses, 

Many drugs recently introduced 
are so useful that we have to risk 
their skin eruption. Examples are 
the new drugs, sulfanilimide and 
sulfapyridine.

All depilatores on the market are 
safe for 95 per cent of the popu- 
lation. It is easy to find out 
whether you are sensitive to a depi- 
latory by making a skin patch test, 
which consists in putting a small 
amount of the material on the skin 
and covering it with adhesive plas- 
ter. No depilatory, contrary to 
popular belief, causes the hair to 
come in thicker. , 


Cultured Pearl Exhibit 

HAT is said to be the largest 
W cotiection of cultured pearls 

ever assembled is being shown 
at Famous-Barr this week. The 
collection, which was shown at the 
New York World’s Fair, includes 
a pearl-studded Trylon and Peri- 
sphere insured for $2.000,000. Oth- 
er pieces in the collection are the 
‘Star of the Orient,” a pearl weigh- 
ing more than 50 grains, a neck- 
lace weighing 1000 grains, and a 
cabochon pearl cocktail ring, said 
to be the only one of its kind 
known. 

These pearls have been cultured 
and grown in beds in the waters 
surrounding the Dutch East In- 
dies. An irritant is introduced into 
the pearl-bearing oyster and a real 
pearl is produced in a period from 
seven to 15 years.
